Armentrout was formerly a 
Presbyterian minister at, GaiHpolis, 
but resigned and.entered the bank 
as a partner. .Before leaving Fox 
drew out all his persona!.deposits an<l 
tiiat. of .his T&fife, .whom, he -recently 
married at, Toronto, O, It is also 
found that thfr bank building is mort- 
gaged to its f all "value and ^he Fox 
house one of the finest residences in 
Middleport,: was transferred to Mrs. 
Fox as was also his other property. 
Fox came-to Middleport'a.' few years 
ago from ansas. He started a nation- 
al bank In Middleport, but recently 
the affairs of that hank were wound 
up, and he opened a private bank in, 
the same building-. 


Middleport is a prosperous -village 


of four thousand people. The largest 
single deposit in the bank is $3,000,

amounts running down to a few dol- 
lars. There was no suspicion on the 
part of the public that the isntitu- 
tion was in such a condition until 
Armentrotit closed the doors today 
and filed a deed of assignment to W.
